INVENTORY COMMANDS 


The Inventory commands are used to search 
for and collect items in chests and coffins or 
on monsters. They are also used in conjunc- 
tion with the Warrior’s Inventory Box to 
select and use items which the Warrior has 
already collected.

COMMODORE 64 JOYSTICK/
